The Pad... 


Getting prepared for the big hunt

Listen closely, I’m only going 
to say this once: I know a place 
where you can get the apart- 
ment you've always wanted. The 
one in the luxury high-rise build- 
ing, with the wall-to-wall car- 
peting and the air conditioning. 
And the glassed-in shower. And 
the terrace. And the swimming 
pool downstairs. This place real- 
lv exists. I've seen it with my 
own eyes. Hell, I’ve been in it. It 
will cost you $150. 

There’s only one catch. The 
apartment is in Minneapolis, or 
at least it was two years ago. 
Seems they had a building boom 
in the early ‘60s and put up more 
apartments than they needed. 
So their rent level is ridiculously 
low. 

As you know if you have an 
apartment in the Boston area, or 
as you will soon find out if you 
are looking for one, rents in this 
area are ridiculously high, and 
good apartments notoriously 
hard to find. Boston has estab- 
lished a tradition of leading the 
nation in the cost-of-living rank- 
ing of American cities published 
each year by the Department of 
Labor, and the cost of housing is 
usually cited as the major cul- 
prit. Historically, landlords in 
Boston, Cambridge and Brook- 
line have been able to charge 
outrageous rents for poorly 
maintained apartments; the 
large, and largely transient, 
student and youth population of 
the area has never been too picky 
about the quality of its lodgings 

Finding a good apartment at a 
ressonable rent is a

re are, in fact, a few good 


cheap, apartment buildings in 


the Boston area — “good”’ be- 
cause there are some landlords 
who take pride in their build- 
ings and are willing to take the 
trouble to keep them up, and 
cheap because the state’s rent 
control law has been a signifi- 
cant factor in holding rents at a 
level which the tight local hous- 
ing market would never sustain 
under its own steam. Under the 
local option law, cities and towns 
in the Commonwealth have the 
right, if they wish, to establish 
rent control ordinances and set 
up city agencies to administer 
them. In Boston, Cambridge and 
Brookline this statute has led to 
somewhat stable rents — al- 
though recent rent hike au- 
thorized by the Cambridge Rent 
Control Administration is cur- 
rently the target of a citywide 
rent strike. 

Secure in the knowledge that 
maybe, just maybe, you can find 
an apartment you can afford, 
you are now ready to start look- 
ing. First off, decide whether you 
want to live alone, or with room- 
mates. If you can stomach room- 
mates, they will make your cost 

living substantially cheaper 
and perhaps allow you to afford 
an apartment with amenities — 
dishwasher, air conditioning, 
carpeting, a building elevator — 
which you might not be able to 
swing by yourself. However, re- 
member that if you room with 
more than two other people, you 
may run afoul of certain town or- 
dinances - signe - to make rent- 
al units alfo e for families by

States Supreme Court attirmed 


the constitutionality of such laws 
a year ago, so check to see 
whether the town or city you 
choose to live in will allow you to 
live with the number of people 
you choose to live with. 

The best Way of finding an 
apartment is by word of mouth. 
If one of your friends had an 
apartment which (s)he is satis- 
fied with, try to find space in the 
same building or in another one 
owned by the same landlord. 
Next best bet, if you are connec- 
ted with one of the local univer- 
sities, is to find out if your school 
has a housing office; the rental 
opportunities on file there will, 
as a rule, be dependable ones. 
The landlords on file are often 
faculty members with large 
houses which have _ top-floor 
apartments to let. You can al- 
ways consult the classified ads in 
the newspapers, of course, or 
walk around in the neighbor- 
hoods you'd like to live in look- 
ing for ‘For Rent” signs. 

This tactic can be particular- 
ly useful if vou are looking for a 
place in a private house, rather 
than a large brick apartment 
building. Many live-in land- 
lords with just one or two apart- 
ments in their building will not 
bother to advertise vacancies, 
counting on somebody to come 
in off the street and snap up an 
empty apartment. 

If, in walking through a neigh- 
borhood, you see a vacancy sign 
in a building that looks attrac- 
tive. try to get the superinten- 
dent to show you the apart- 
ment. But do not repeat, do 
no! sign a lease on the spot, 
even if the landlord tells vou that 
somebody else is coming to rent 
the place in half an hour. After 


intended apartment is. Never, 
never make an impromptu 
agreement with the landlord to 
pay more rent for your apart- 
ment than the law allows him to 
charge. 

Believe it or not, I know a 
landlord, a man of impeccable 


all, he wouldn’t have shown it to 
you if that were true, would he? 
Go home, think it over, make 
sure you want to go through with 
the deal, and, if you know no- 
thing about the landlord, check 
him out with the local rent con- 
trol administration, the attor- 


ney general’s office, the real es- 
tate board or tenants in his own 
building. As a general rule, you 
are in better hands with a small 
landlord rather than a huge pro- 
perty owner — if your small 
landlord lets you know how to 
get in touch with him in case of 
an emergency. 

One of the worst ways to go 
about finding an apartment is 
through a listing agency — a 
place which, in return for a fee, 
will allow you to look at a list of 
apartments for rent. In many 
cases these lists are simply tak- 
en from the classified pages of 
newspapers. In many more cases 
the apartments listed aren't even 
available or they may be al- 
ready rented by the time you get 
there. These places usually 
charge about $25, provide no real 
service and are often prickly 
about giving refunds when their 
services are unsatisfactory. At 
least two of them are now in 
trouble with the law for their 
non-service. A call to the attor- 
ney general’s consumer protec- 
tion office (727-8400) can be a 
real help here; the office will let 
you know if it has had trouble 
with a particular agency. By all 
means, check with them before 
vou sign a lease. 

If might also help to check 


with the rent control adminis- 
tration in - city or town be- 
fore vou ‘ind out what 
the legal maximum rent for your 


manners, grace, charm and wit, 
who charges ridiculously low 
rents, who keeps his buildings in 
spotless condition and who never 
asks for a security deposit. He 
has a waiting list a mile long for 
his buildings. 

Most landlords do not operate 
this way, however. They have a 
bad name in Boston, but only 
because they have earned it. 
Rent-gouging, lying and decep- 
tion are only a few of the inter- 
esting traditions of Boston’s larg- 
er landlords. 

Consider Charlie Smith (a 
pseudonym if ever there was 
one). Mr. Smith, who operated a 
real estate office in the Back 
Bay, specialized in renting 
apartments, mainly to groups of 
young people. There is nothing 
inherently immoral in this, ex- 
cept that Mr. Smith had a bad 
memory. He kept forgetting to 
return security deposits to these 
nice young people when their 
leases expired. When they quer- 
ied him about this unfortunate 
failing, he generally took one of 
two options. He either told them 
he would return their deposits 
immediately, or he told them he 
was keeping their deposits be- 
cause of the damage they had 
done to his apartment. Knowing 
that most of his nice young peo- 
ple were college students who 
would town when their 
leases were up, Mr. Smith usual

Meeting Your Match 


Playing the roommate game

Tom Bein, a 24-year-old so- 
cial worker, came to Boston af- 
ter living in Madison, Wiscon- 
sin for two years. Needing a 
place to live, he picked up the 
“Roommate Wanted” section of 
the Phoenix classifieds, called 
the number for the first apart- 
ment listed and offered to come 
right over. ‘‘Oh no you don’t, not 
so fast,”’ was the response, and 
three questions immediately fol- 
lowed: ‘‘Do you smoke? Are you 
a vegetarian? Do you have 
pets?" ‘‘No,’’ Tom replied, 
thinking he had it made. Then 
the voice fired back, “OK, can 
you come over tomorrow evening 
at 6:15?” Not wanting to appear 
pushy, Tom carefully explained 
that he could come over sooner 
because the apartment was only 
a few minutes away. ‘“‘No, no, we 
got someone else coming over 
now, and we’re booked solid un- 
til tomorrow evening,” was the 
final word. 

As Tom quickly learned, the 
competition for suitable room- 
mate situations in Boston is 
fierce — more intense than “‘Dol- 
lar Days” at Filene’s Basement. 
Every year between now and 
September, hundreds of home- 
less roommates flock to adver- 
tised vacancies, and most do get 
situated. But the rate of turn- 
over is terrific, and during every 
month of the year, dozens of des- 
perate souls are hopping from 
one house interview to another. 

A lifestyle in its own right, 
room mating is not merely a con- 
tinuation of college dormitory 
days. Many people who have 
never lived in dorms choose to 
roommate out of economic ne- 
cessity, or because they think 
there are social advantages to be 
had. Roommates expect some 
stability and organization in a 
household, although commit- 
ment is never as strong as it is in 
communes. Most roommates are 
between 22 and 35 years old, and 
the majority are single, but there 
are couples and parents with 
children as well. 

Boston seems to have been 
more affected by a roommate ex- 
plosion than other cities. Much 
of San Francisco’s overflow gets 
channeled into communes. In 
New York paranoia seems to in- 
hibit people from advertising for 
roommates, much less live with 
them. And so, newcomers to Bos- 
ton invariably underestimate the 
competition for suitable shared 
households. 


Tom finally did get an inter- 
view without having to make an 
appointment, and he took this as 
a promising sign. But on ar- 
riving at the prospective apart- 
ment, he discovered that the 20 
people chatting in the living 
room and milling around up- 
stairs were not members of the 
household, but others like him, 
vying for a room. 

This is how the group inter- 
view usually works: first, there is 


a general rap session and ice- 
breaker. Applicants introduce 
themselves and indicate where 
they work or go to school and 
their means of support. At some 
undesignated point, the conver- 
sation drifts into a ‘“‘what-are- 
you-into”’ contest. Everyone 
hustles to get their thing in, be it 
camping, reggae or back 
massage. Plants, pottery, people 
and photography are sexy things 
to be into, and of course, you 
can’t go wrong with music. If you 
hit it right during the “into” 
competition, you can consider 
yourself a semi-finalist. This 
means a private interview, or 
sometimes a dinner invitation 
and a whack at the $64,000 
question: ‘‘What are you looking 
for in a roommate?” If your res- 
ponse coincides with the house 
world view and everyone feels 
comfortable, you’ll probably get 
a winner's call shortly. 

The group interview is freq- 
uently preferred over the stag- 
gered time-slot method. One vet- 
eran of the roommate wars has 
been hard-pressed for room- 
mates three times since January 
and now opts to get the prelim- 
inary screening over with at one 
time. Otherwise, he says, “‘it’s 
horrible — people coming in and 
out while you’re eating dinner, 
telling you what’s wrong with the 
apartment, lifting things up and 
rearranging them — and this is 
your home.” Susan, whose Cam- 
bridge apartment has_ under- 
gone four turnovers in two years, 
agrees on the merits of the group 
interview. “It’s a more natural 
situation and therefore a better 
indicator of a prospective room- 
mate's personality. It also takes 
some tension off the interview 
when there are lots of people 
around to keep the conversation 
flowing,” she says. 


While it’s no fun for any of the 
parties concerned, finding a 
roommate is often less of an or- 
deal than the period of adjust- 
ment that follows. After gaining 
entry into a shared household, 
it’s sink or swim with the pre- 
dominant lifestyle, be it com- 
munal, coexistence or a cooper- 
ative setup. Coops are probably 
the most common of the living 
schemes, mainly because there 
are so many kinds. There are 


loose coops, where people share 
within flexible limits, and struc- 
tured coops, which is closer to 
family living. 

The difference between a loose 
coop and coexistence often boils 
down to the food arrangement. 
Ultimate cooperation in this area 
consists of cooking together, eat- 
ing together, shopping together 
and contributing to a kitty. But 
there are variations on the 
theme, including shopping to- 
gether but eating separately, 
eating together but shopping 
separately, shopping and eating 
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together but cooking separately 
— the list goes on depending on 
the needs, preferences and sche- 
dules of house members. There 
are usually no problems if a pri- 
or understanding is reached and 
respected. One male graduate 
student I spoke to (28, into pol- 
itics, social work, skiing and can- 
oeing) is looking for another liv- 
ing situation: his last household 
of two other males and three fe- 
males resented his not par- 
taking in the evening meal. “The 
original agreement was sharing 
the cost of staples and that’s 





all,” he pointed out. ““There was 
no cause to feel that I didn’t like 
them because I ate separately.” 

But some households which 
neither cook nor shop nor eat to- 
gether can still be considered co- 
ops. One I discovered (two fe- 
males and one male) had two re- 
frigerators with assigned com- 
partments for everyone’s jars of 


. Mayonnaise and peanut butter. 


But the household’s_ emotional 
commitment to caring about 
each other and doing things to- 
gether defined them as a loose 
coop. In addition to the mayon- 
naise jars, this group also di- 
vided labor in the house with the 
aid of a rotating work chart. 
Each housemember was re- 
sponsible for one of three major 
areas, plus some smaller chores 
like straightening the paper bags 
between the stove and the sink, 
and de-hairing the bathtub 
drain. 

The level of social commit- 
ment among coop members var- 
ies, but most people I spoke to 
have similar basic expectations. 
Roommates should be friendly 
but independent, easygoing but 
responsible, neat but not nit- 
picky, decisive but non-manip- 
ulative, goal-oriented but not 
compulsive and lively but mel-- 
low — in short, perfect human 
beings. The view that the house 
is a home and not just a place to 
sleep is appreciated, but a per- 
son should not be constantly 
“hanging out” in the common 
spaces. A prejudice exists 
against roommates with causes, 
political or otherwise. Linda, a 
Brookline waitress and free- 
lance filmmaker, says she was 
freaked out by a self-styled yogi

It was the fourth move of the 
year — that first year after 
college — when somehow finding 
our future was equated with fin- 
ding an apartment. I was tired, 
and all my friends were tired, of 
lugging our collection of junk to 
and from the Chevy. And the 
Chevy was starting to complain. 

We got wind of this guy — 
they called him Li'l Abner. He 
was a six-foot-five blond moose 
who drove an old blue van. His 
profession was surfer, but his 
avocation was helping people 
move for meager compensation. 

Well, in some ways Li’! Abner 
was spectacular. He could lift 
anything. He taught me how to 
carry an armchair on my head 
without killing myself. He mov- 
ed that goddamn Bauhaus 
dresser with ease. He brought his 
own helper, and I think we paid 
them something like $15 to haul 
the heavy pieces betweeen Back 
Bay and Brookline Village. 

But Li'l Abner wasn’t insured. 
In fact, it’s an open question as

to whether he even had a driver’s 
license. His van had a ‘‘Keep on 
Truckin’ ” decal where the in- 
spection sticker should have 
been. And the way he drove — 
well, there are times when we 
have no recourse but to resign 
ourselves to certain death. Down 
Harvard Avenue through the 
dating bar traffic,-on the wrong 
side of the street, shortcuts along 
sidewalks, terrorizing bicycle 
riders, never even glancing at the 
traffic lights. Abner had no head 
lights, but you could always hear 
him coming; no brakes, but he 
never missed them. 

Halfway there, his helper ask- 
ed to be paid, explaining that “I 
just remembered I’m supposed 
to go to Canada and I need the 
money. I’m going to Nova Scotia 
because my dog has to get his 
head together.” (The dog was 
with us.) 

So Li'l Abner and I unloaded 
the truck, and the helper and his 
dog split for Halifax. I’ve been 
afraid to move ever since. 

Li'l Abner’s gone now, out 


somewhere looking for the per- 
fect wave. But since that memor- 
able Walpurgisnacht ride back 
in 1970, the fly-by-night moving 
business has assumed a certain 
credibility, burgeoning into a 
minor local industry. 

Some of us move so often that 
U-Haul’s promise of an “adven- 
ture in moving” has lost its 
charm. Physical deterioration 
and imprudent furniture ac- 
quisitions have taken their toll. 
We can’t just throw things into 
the car and move like we used to, 
and more and more people are 
turning to small carriers to ferry 
their goods and chattels from 
place to place. It’s a deserving 
industry whose time has come. 
After all, who among us is going 
to hire Allied Van Lines to move 
our Goodwill furniture from 
Cambridge to Brighton? But 
then would you want to do bus- 
iness with Li'l Abner? That’s 
where the “underground” mov- 
ing companies come in. 

If you're bound for movin’ on 
and you want someone to do it 
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for you, there are numerous op- 
tions available. The trick is to 
avoid making the mistake of hir- 
ing two ripoff artists in a station 
wagon who steal, lose or destroy 
your possessions in the process. 
Moving companies — that’s 
all moving companies, no matter 
how small — come under state 
regulation through licensing by 
the Department of Public Util- 
ities (DPU). By law, no person or 
business may advertise as a 
“‘carrier’’ for “remuneration” un- 
less they are so licensed. Any 
firm that has a license is likely to 
say so in their ads. The others 
(‘Two strong men with truck — 
will move anything for cheap”’) 
are operating because the DPU 
watchdogs, it seems, take action 
against nickel-and-dime offend- 
ers only after somebody files a 
complaint, like a competitor or a 
dissatisfied customer. 
According to the unlicensed 
movers, the DPU licensing pro- 
cedure does restrict the low-bud- 
get operator to the point where 
most of them can’t stay in bus- 





iness. Technically, anyone who 
goes into the moving business 
must file with the DPU and un- 
dergo a hearing, after which, if 
they are judged to be suitably 
equipped and financially reli- 
able, they are granted a license 
and a certificate which states 
specifically the geographical ra- 
dius within which they can haul 
freight and the exact types of 
freight they are allowed to carry. 

What the license means to the 
customer is that the movers are 
accountable to a government 
regulatory agency, that they are 
carrying a minimum of $1000- 
per-load insurance against loss 
or damage and that their rates 
are registered with the DPU and 
are nonnegotiable. 

From the consumer’s point of 
view, all this can only be con- 
strued as a good thing, since the 
license defines the grounds for 
complaints and suits against the 
movers and protects us against 
unethical billing. On the other 
hand, the customer can expect to

pay for this protection since the 


licensing and insurance iis “a 
business expense for the carrier. 


Lee Gailzaid, owner of Mara- 
kesh Express, operates a lic- 
ensed company and has his rate 
tariff filed with the state. He 
suggests that the small unlic- 
ensed movers, however illegal, 
do provide a service to the pub- 
lic. “If you don’t own anything 
valuable,”’ he says, “and you 
can't spend much money, the 
unlicensed carriers may be all 
you need, but there are risks in- 
volved. You can’t get cargo in- 
surance unless the DPU has 
issued you your ‘rights,’ so no 
matter what they tell you, an un- 
licensed mover is not legally re- 
sponsible for what he hauls and 
your possessions are unpro- 
tected.” 

Apparently, the only way to 
get around the issue of insur- 
ance, which is the main advan- 
tage of using legal moving com- 
panies, is for the unlicensed to 
rent U-Haul-type trucks and 
vans rather than use their own 
vehicles. This way the rental 
agency offers sufficient in- 
surance. 


Before you agree to let a small 
company transport your things, 


ask them if they are_licensed 
and/or check with the DPU office 
at 100 Cambridge St., Boston, 
Room 1201 (where every legiti- 
mate “irregular route carrier”’ is 
on file). If the company you’ve 
contacted is not registered, make 
sure that they are using rented 
trucks and that they can insure 
the loads before you let them 
haul anything you really care 
about. 

If you don’t care, the non-lic- 
ensed movers can save you 
money, but remember that they 
are not operating under legal jur- 
isdiction. As a final check, you 
can recognize any licensed vehi- 
cle by the small silver ““common 
carrier’ license plate affixed 
next to its regular registration 
plate. 

Even with a licensed mover, 
though, the insurance provided 
for in the moving contract may 
not be adequate. As we said, a 
company is allowed-to carry as 
little as $1000-per-load insur- 
ance. Companies may carry 
more, but larger firms and those 
connected with the Massa- 
chusetts Furniture and Piano 
Movers Association state in their 
standard contract that their li- 
ability may not exceed a mere 60 
cents per pound. 

To offset the difference 
between this figure and what 
your valuables may be worth, 
many companies offer ad- 
ditional insurance — for addi- 
tional bucks. Also, standard pro- 


fessional moving contracts spe- 
cify that the company is not li- 
able for high-value items such as 
deeds, currency, documents, 
postage stamps, watches, jewelry 
and securities. It is up to the 
shipper (that’s you) to arrange 
for any additional insurance over 
the 60-cent limit. 

The most common complaint 
— next to breakage — against 
moving companies is the size of 
the final bill. If you are dealing 
with Shot-in-the-Dark Moving 
Inc., you may be able to neg- 
otiate a flat rate, and if your 
move is very local, you may end 
up paying as little as $45 for the 
whole deal. 

On the other hand, the “reput- 
able’ moving companies have 
standard rates, and there’s no 
defeating those additional 
charges. The Massachusetts 
Furniture and Piano Movers As- 
sociation’s group tariff with the 
DPU stipulates that a carrier 
cannot quote a firm price for a 
job if “public ways” (i.e., roads 
or streets) are to be used during 
the move. Estimates may be 
given, but they need only be ac- 
curate within 25 percent of the 
final bill. 

Even a licensed hauler that 
does not subscribe to the 
MFPMA, such as Marakesh Ex- 
press, follows the same billing 
format as MFPMA members, 
although independent licensed 
movers may in some cases charge 
less for the same services. 


The standard billing system is 
set up like this: any move under 
25 miles is charged by the hour. 
An hourly rate is fixed for each 
vehicle and driver, each helper 
and each supervisor. In addi- 
tion, the customer may be billed 
for “‘travel time,” the time spent 
driving between your old place 
and your new place. This charge 
may be leveled once for each ve- 
hicle or person based on mile- 
age. Add a half hour for a trip 
under five miles, one hour for 
five to 15 miles and one-and-a- 
half hours for 15 - 25 miles. 

In the case of MFPMA 
movers, the rates increase for 
moves between 5 p.m. and 8 a.m. 
and or on weekends, and again 
for holidays. (Incidentally, local 
blue laws make it illegal to move 
on Sunday.) 

For example, Casey and 
Hayes, a fair-sized Boston mov- 
ing firm holding an “irregular 
route common carrier certifi- 
cate” that allows them to trans- 
port “‘general commodities” any- 
where in Massachusetts, has reg- 
istered the following hourly rates 
with the DPU: a vehicle and 
driver costs $20 per hour for a 
daytime move (8 a.m. to 5p.m.). 
Helpers cost $11 per man and 
supervisors $16.50. Between 5 
p.m. and 8 a.m. and on week- 
ends, those same rates go up to 
$25.50, 16.50 and $22, respec- 
tively. Casey and Hayes’s holi- 
day rates are set at $31, $22, and 
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Turtle Truckers, a smaller loc- 
al firm, holds a certificate that 
allows them to carry “used 
household goods’’- within 10 
miles of the State House, “‘furni- 
ture’ anywhere in Massachu- 
setts and “property in bundles or 
containers and manufactured 
products” within 25 miles of the 
Milton Town Hall. They are also 
a MFPMA member. Because of 
their certificate restrictions, 
their hourly fees for daytime 
weekday jobs are $15 per vehicle 
and driver, $6.50 per helper and 
$9.75 per supervisor. 

The Marakesh Express, oper- 
ating outside the MFPMA, 
charges $18 per hour (from the 
beginning to the end of the job) 
for two people and a van. Two 
people and a large truck costs 
$22 an hour. 

For moves over 25 miles, the 
MFPMaA carriers charge by the 
mile. Mileage is set by a book 
called the Milo Mileage Guide, a 
compendium of point-to-point 
distances throughout the state. 
The copy on file at the DPU was 
published in 1949 and updated 
in 1960. Some roads have been 
built since then, so consider this 
when getting an estimate. 

The MFPMaA tariff contains a 
chart specifying the cost per mile 
per pound. For a 500- to 999- 
pound load traveling between 26 
and 30 miles, the rate is $18.90 
per 100 pounds; for 1000 to 1999 
pounds, the rate is $12.25 per 100 
pounds. Notice how it gets lower 
as the weight. increases. How- 
ever, the cost increases ‘with the 
mileage. A load in the 500- to 
999-pound category traveling 141 
to 150 miles costs $21.40 per 100 
pounds. 

Charges for packing and un- 
packing are determined by the 
number and types of containers 
used. The MFPMA rates list 
charges of $10.75 each for bar- 
rels, $6 each for boxes under five 
cubic feet, $10.90 for boxes over 


five cubic feet and a range of 


$2.95 to $6.20 for cartons, depen- 
ding on their size. 

There are often. additional 
charges for special situations, 
such as hoisting and lowering 
(around $20 flat if something is 
hoisted or lowered less than five 
stories). Piano moving is usually 
another separate charge. 

All in all, the rates are com- 


plicated but well-defined. If 


you're involved in a major move, 
it can cost you more than you 
ever imagined. 

But if you’re not heading for 


Kankakee with 5000 pounds of 


furniture and your baby grand, 
you can cut your costs consider- 
ably by using some common 
sense and doing the preparatory 
work yourself. Movers — under- 
ground or long established — 
will do whatever is necessary to 
get your things where they’re go- 
ing, but they charge for their 
time and their help. Therefore, 
you should do as much packing 
as possible before they arrive. 
Mark fragile things ‘“‘fragile.” 
Make sure your boxes have tops 
and pack things intelligently so 
they don’t rattle around and 
break. 

Disassemble your own furni- 
ture. Organize your things and 
pile them in an uncluttered 
manner near the door. Once your 
movers come, get out of the way. 
After all, you hired these people 
so don't waste their time and 
your money, 

The key is to pick movers you 
can trust. If your choice turns 
out to be unreliable, they may 
never show up, leaving you in the 
wrong place at the wrong time at 
the first of the month. 

If at all possible, make your 
move on an off day, which in the 
Boston area is any day other 
than June 1 or September 1. 
These are the days the leases and 


the sublets turn over, when half

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The Fixer 


A guide to repairing your lair 


By James McManmon 

Sometimes, fixing things your- 
self in your apartment is easier 
than hassling with the landlord 
to send a repairman. Even if 
your landlord is prompt with re- 
pair work, it can often be incon- 
venient to depend on someone 
else to get to your place and cor- 
rect the problem. 

About two-thirds of the fix-it 
situations that occur in an apart- 
ment can be repaired in less than 
an hoar, using only basic hand 
too’. (screwdriver, pliers, etc.). 
Repiacement parts seldom cost 
more than a few dollars. If you 
want, you can deduct the 
amount from your rent check 
and attach the receipt for the 
parts. Most landlords are happy 
to do business this way; they’re 
aware that if they had sent a re- 
pairman, the cost to them would 
be three or four times the cost of 
the parts alone. 

What follows is a set of in- 
structions for dealing with some 
common, easy-to-fix problems 


that happen in apartments. 
Some of these instructions won't 
make any sense, unless you read 
them while you are looking at 
what’s being discussed. For in- 
stance, if you’re having trouble 
in the bathroom, take this article 
into the john and read it. 


Problem: clogged kitchen or 
bathroom sink or clogged bath- 
tub. 

We'll try the easy way first. 
Bail out the standing water and 
pour it down the toilet or into an- 
other sink. Wait a while, so that 
the water that remains in the 
drainpipe can seep down past 
the clog. In the meantime, bring 
a large pot of water to a boil. 
Pour the boiling water quickly 
into the clogged sink or tub. The 
idea here is for the boiling water 
to “melt” the clog. Most clogs 
are just balls of food particles or 
hair that are glued together with 
grease — either the bacon kind 
or Vitalis. You have about one 
chance in three for the boiling- 
water method to work, but it’s 


easy enough to do and worth a 
try. 

If the clog is still with you af- 
ter the boiling-water attempt, 
borrow or buy a drain plunger, 
often called a “plumber’s help- 
er.”’ This is one of those rubber 
suction-cup things with a wood- 
en handle on it. You'll want the 
large $3.50 type; the rubber part 
is about the size of half a honey- 
dew melon, and the wooden han- 
dle is about two feet long. The 
$1.29 variety, with a rubber cup 
the size of a large teacup, is close 
to useless. 


With two or three inches of 
water in the sink (or tub), place 
the plunger over the drain hole 
and push down quickly as hard 
as you can. Repeat rapidly five 
or six times. 

The way a drain plunger works 
is that the downward force you 
apply compresses the water 
that’s standing in the pipe above 
the clog. You hope that the force 
of the compressed water is 
enough to push the clog through 





the pipe. Now for this to work, 
there can’t be any openings in 
the pipe between your plunger 
and the clog. Therefore, if you’re 
working on a double sink, have a 
friend hold the stopper into the 
other drain hole. Otherwise, that 
drain hole would act as an open- 
ing between you and the clog. 
Think about this for a minute, 
and it'll make sense. Likewise, 
with a bathtub clog, you'll have

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to use a wet rag to cover the over- 
flow drain hole that’s on the wall 
of the tub right under the faucet. 

As you're working the plunger, 
make sure there’s at least a few 
inches of water in the sink or tub 
— using a plunger without water 
around it is a waste of energy. If 
you can’t eliminate the clog after 
10 minutes with the plunger, 
give up on this method. You are 
dealing with a formidable clog. 

You should be ready to call for 
help at this point, but if you'd 
rather make one last attempt, 
buy a can of household lye and 
pour it down the drain. It’s 
usually down on the bottom shelf 
of the soap powder section of the 
supermarket. Lye is essentially 
the same stuff as the name- 
brand drain-cleaning concoc- 
tions, but half the price. I 
haven't had much success with 
any chemical-type drain reme- 
dy. 


Problem: clogged toilet 

Look inside the rubber cup of 
your $3.50 drain plunger. You'll 
notice a flap of rubber about 
three inches wide that’s molded 
onto the edge of the cup and 
folded up into it. Pull this flap 
down, and it will form sort of a 
funnel-shaped mouth on the 
plunger. This is so the plunger 
can be accommodated to the 
opening in the bottom of a toilet 
bowl. Put the plunger in the 
bowl, setting the funnel part into 
the hole at the bottom. Now 
plunge away. 

If the plunger fails, the stout of 
heart will attempt to clear the 
obstruction wtih an unfolded 
wire coat hanger. 

The boiling water treatment 
and the lye treatment are ver- 
boten for toilet clogs. Toilets are 
made of china, and it’s: possible 
to end up with a cracked bowl 
caused by the boiling water or 
the heat that is chemically gen- 
erated by dissolving lye in wat- 
er. 

A bowl that gets clogged more 
than occasionally probably has a 
comb or a large hairpin or some- 
thing jammed in it. Getting 
something like this out can be a 
major job, so if your john suffers 
from chronic clogging, call up 
your friend, the landlord. 


Problem: toilet won’t flush 
properly, or the tank won’t re- 
fill properly, or it makes weird 
noises, or it does other strange 
things (other than being clog- 
ged) 

Those of you with toilets that 
don't have tanks — just a pipe 
and a flush handle coming out of 
the wall — call up the landlord. 
This type of toilet is not so easy 
to fix. 

If you're still with me, though, 
you have a tank-type toilet. 
Usually, the tank is mounted 
right in back of the toilet. Early 
models have a tank up near the 
ceiling with a pull-to-flush chain 
hanging down. The old type 
works pretty much the same as 
the new type, but we'll be re- 
ferring to the new type here. 

Once you know how a toilet is 
supposed to work, it’s easy to fig- 
ure out what’s wrong with yours. 
The main idea is to release a 
large amount of water all at once 
into the bowl. Gravity pulls this 
water down into the sewer pipe, 
along with whatever else is in the 
bowl. When you push the lever 
on the tank, it releases about six 
gallons of water into the bow]; at 
the same time, it begins to refill 
itself. 

Take the cover off the tank 
and look inside with your flash- 
light. At the bottom, just about 


in the middle, is a rubber 


fone of 





stopper. When this stopper is 
lifted, water flows out of the tank 
and into the bowl. Once this 
stopper is lifted, it floats; it 
won't drop back onto the hole 
until the tank is empty. The 
stopper (called the tank ball) is 
usually connected to the lever on 
the outside of the tank by two 
stiff brass wires that are hooked 
together, with the top one con- 
nected to the arm that’s con- 
nected to the outside lever. The 
lower wire runs through a doo- 





hickey that’s clamped to the fat 
tube that sticks up from the bot- 
tom of the tank. (If you’re still 
sitting in your living room trying 
to understand this, you won't. 
Get thee to the bathroom.) 

The stiff wires (tank wires) 
and the doohickey (wire guide) 
and the stopper (tank ball) 
should all be lined up directly 
over the hole in the bottom of the 
tank. If they’re not, the ball will 
not fall squarely on the hole af- 
ter the toilet’s been flushed. 
That's why the tank won't fill 
until you come back and jiggle 
the handle a certain way. 

Once the toilet is flushed, the 
tank has to refill again. That’s 
where the ballcock comes in; it’s 
the contraption over on the left. 
It has an arm sticking out to- 
ward the right with a grapefruit- 
shaped thing on the end of the 
arm. The grapefruit thing is a 
float; when the water level drops, 
so does the float and so does the 
arm that’s attached to it. The 
other end of the arm is attached 
to a valve on the top of the ball- 
cock. When the arm is down, the 
valve is open and water comes 
into the tank through the ball- 
cock. When the tank is full, the 
float is up, the arm is up and the 
valve closes. 

The ballcock is not too easy to 
fix or replace, so you should call 
for help if you see something’s 
wrong with it. However, the arm 
that sticks out of it sometimes 
breaks and can be replaced easi- 
ly. Likewise the float, which 
sometimes gets leaky and fills up 
with water. 

There are a couple of other 
things happening inside the 
tank. About in the middle, 
there’s a fat, open tube sticking 
up above water level — at least it 
should be. It’s called the over- 
flow tube, and it provides a path 
for water that bypasses the 
stopper on the way to the bowl. 
It’s there in case something’s 
wrong with the ballcock assem- 
bly. If the ballcock doesn’t shut 
off when it should, the extra wat- 
er will run down the tube and 
into the bowl rather than up and 
over the sides of the tank. Now 
there should be a little copper 
tube coming out of the top of the 
ballcock and bent over into the 
top of the overflow tube. This lit- 
tle tube is called the refill tube; 
it’s about eight inches long and 
not quite as thick as a pencil. Af- 





ter a flush, when the ballcock is 


filling the tank, some fresh wat- 


er is directed through this tube 
and down the overflow pipe into 
the bowl. This ensures that there 
will always be enough water in 
the bottom of the bowl to seal off 
sewer smells that might other- 
wise enter the room. Some- 
times, both the overflow tube 
and the refill tube snap off from 
the holes that they’re screwed in- 
to. Use an icepick to remove the 
threaded portion that remains in 
the hole and buy a replacement. 

That’s everything there is to 
know. about what’s going on in 
there. Figure out what’s wrong 
with your toilet and either make 
an adjustment or replace brok- 
en parts. 


(Note: there’s a chance that 
some of the things in your tank 
might look a little different than 
I've described them. Don’t let 
this scare you off. All tanks work 
the same, and you won’t have 
any trouble figuring out yours. 
All parts are easily available.) 


Problem: pilot light doesn’t 
work on one of the gas stove 
burners 

Take the round grills and 
other stuff off the top of the stove 
so you can see what’s going on 
around the burners. Look at the 
pilot flame. Now look at one of 
the burners that works all right 
by the pilot. You’ll see a hollow 
tube about as thick as a pencil 
that goes from right next to the 
pilot light to right next to the 
edge of the gas burner. That’s 
called a flash tube, and when 
you turn on one of the burners, 
some gas runs up it and is ig- 
nited by the pilot flame. The ig- 
nited gas in the tube then ig- 
nites the rest of the gas that’s 
coming out from around the edge 
of the burner — sort of like a 
fuse. 


Now look at the burner that 
won’t light automatically. The 
flash tube for that burner has 
probably been knocked out of 
place. Put it where it belongs 
and you’ve effected a cure. 
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Problem: dripping faucets 

I’m mentioning this problem 
because most folks are under the 
impression that it’s an easy fix-it 
job. It’s not. For the past dozen 
years or so, instead of rubber, 
faucet washers have been made 
of neoprene, a synthetic mater- 
ial. Now neoprene is terrific 
stuff; it lasts maybe 10 times 
longer than rubber. But by the 
time neoprene washers do need 
replacing, the faucet hasn’t been 
taken apart in so long that its 
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parts are frozen together as a re- 
sult of corrosion. So this is one 
job that’s best left to someone 
who has special tools and access 
to replacement parts. 

If you feel bold and want to try 
it, go ahead. If you break any- 
thing, trot down to Besco Sales 
Company on South Street near 
South Station. They’re expen- 
sive, but they have the largest 
inventory of faucet replacement 
parts in the area. 


Problem: electric wall outlet 
won’t work 

Make sure it really won’t 
work. Plug in a lamp or some- 
thing that works in another out- 
let. Still no good? Check for a 
blown fuse. If that’s not the 
problem, it’s almost a sure thing 
that replacing the socket unit 
will be the solution. 

First off, go down to the base- 
ment and turn off the electri- 
city. You can do this by pulling 
the master switch or by taking 


out all the fuses. Of course, all

the lights will go out, so this is 
the sort of job you'll want to do 
during daylight hours. 

Back at the faulty socket, 
you'll notice that right in the 
middle of the rectangular plate 
that surrounds the two sockets is 
a small screw. Take out this 
screw and remove the rectangu- 
lar plate. If the outlet has been 
painted over a few times, you'll 
have to scrape the paint out of 
the slot in the screw for your 
screwdriver to fit. Take a sharp- 
pointed tool and run it around 
the edge of the plate in order to 
break the paint that has “glued” 
the plate to the wall. 

Once the plate is off, you'll see 
at the ends of the socket assem- 
bly two more screws facing you. 
You may have to chip away a lit- 
tle plaster or old wallpaper to get 
at them. These two screws hold 
the socket assembly into the wall 
box. Remove these two screws 
and you'll be able to pull the 
socket assembly out toward you. 

There will be either two or four 
wires attached to it. Note that 
the wire-connecting screws on 
one side of the unit are silver-col- 
ored, while on the other side 
they're dark or brass-colored. 
One or two white wires are con- 
nected to the silver screws, and 
one or two black wires are con- 


nected to the brass screws. The 
wires might be so old that you 
can't tell what color they used to 
be. If so, mark the wire‘s) that go 
to the brass terminal with a mag- 
ic marker or a piece of tape to 
identify them as “black.” 

Disconnect the socket assem- 
bly from the wires and zip down 
to the hardware store to buy a 
new one. Ask for a “‘duplex flush 
receptacle” — it will cost about 
90 cents. Connect the black 
wire(s) to the brass terminal and 
the white wires to the silver ter- 
minal. Put the whole thing back 
together again, making sure that 
no bare wires are touching any- 
thing but the terminals they’re 
connected to. 

Go down to the basement and 
replace the fuses, and then plug 
something into the socket. Prob- 
ability of success is about 95 per- 
cent. If it still doesn’t work, then 
it’s time to call the landlord. 


Incidentally, when you buy 
the replacement socket, get the 
type that will accept three-prong 
plugs even if the socket you’re 
replacing accepts only two-prong 
plugs. The third-prong hole, call- 
ed the “ground,” is electrically 
connected to the metal wall box 
(and this to the electrical sys- 
tem ground) through the two 
small screws that hold the sock- 
et assembly into the wall box. 


Problem: ceiling light that’s 
controlled by a wall switch 
won’t work 











It it won't work at all, are you 
sure the light bulb is OK? If the 
bulb is good, then it’s probably 
the switch that’s defective. Light 
bulb sockets very rarely break 
down. If the light stays on re- 
gardless of the position of the 
switch, then the switch is defec- 
tive for sure. 

The procedure for replacing 
the switch is much the same as 
for replacing a wall outlet. Be 
sure to turn off the electricity 
first. On switches, both termin- 


_als are brass, rather than one 


brass and one silver. When 
you're replacing the wires on the 
new switch, either wire can go to 
either terminal. A new switch 
will cost about 80 cents. If the 
light you're dealing with is wired 
so that it can be turned off and 
on from two different locations, 





then these directions don’t app- 
ly. Call the landlord. 


Problem: pull-string-type ceil- 
ing light won’t work 

It’s impossible to be very 
specific here, because there are 
dozens of ways that ceiling lights 
can be put together. The elec- 
trical aspects are the same from 
one to another; it’s the way that 
they're rigged together mechan- 
ically that differs. All of them 
are pretty simple, though, and 
you shouldn’t be afraid to 
attempt repairing them. Here 
are a few pointers: 

Problems are almost always 
caused by a defective switch. If 
you can remove the switch, take 
it to the hardware store and get a 
replacement. Some ceiling-light 
units are riveted together, so 
that the switch can’t be re- 
placed. In this case, you’ll have 
to replace the whole thing. 

The wires that come out of the 
ceiling are usually connected to 
the wires in the light with little 
black bullet-shaped plastic giz- 
mos called ‘“‘wire nuts.’’ You just 
stick the bare ends of two or 
more wires into the open end of 
the wire nut and screw the thing 
around until the wires are jamm- 
ed in tight. Wire nuts come in 
different sizes for wires of differ- 
ent thicknesses (gauges). They 
can be used over again, but if 
you break or lose any, they’re 
available at the hardware store 
for a few cents. The plastic or 





cloth insulation should be re- 
moved only from about a half- 
inch of the end of the wires be- 
fore applying the wire nut. Once 
the wire nut is on, no bare wire 
should be showing. 

Black wires are connected to 
black wires; white wires are con- 
nected to white wires. This is im- 
portant. 


Problem: your key jams in the 
front-door lock, or you want to 
change the keys to your apart- 
ment 
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The objective here is to re- 


place the lock cylinder. That's 
the thing that’s about the size of 
a silver dollar that appears on

ly got away with this arrange- 
ment. Occasionally, somebody 
would keep on complaining; if 
Mr. Smith still refused to pay 
back the deposit, a sore loser 
might haul him into court. The 
sore loser would usually become 
a relieved winner. 


This might have gone on for- 
ever, but some of these spoil- 
sports got mad. Damn mad. So 
mad that they went to the attor- 
ney general’s office and bitched. 
Some legal proceedings ensued 
which were extremely unpleas- 
ant for Mr. Smith and eventual- 
ly his license to practice real es- 
tate in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts was removed. 


However, that was not the end 
of Mr. Smith. I received an 
anonymous letter about him last 
year. From whom, I have no 
idea, but certainly someone who 
bore no brotherly love for this 
broker. Mr. Smith, my corres- 
pondent alleged, though reliev- 
ed of his license, was still plying 
his trade, in an office in the Back 
Bay. 

A quick call to the attorney 
general’s office and I found out 
that Mr. Smith’s license had in- 
deed been suspended; unfortun- 
ately, I was informed, almost 
everybody in Mr. Smith’s fam- 
ily — including his cat — had a 
realtor’s license. Mr. Smith was 
operating out of a perfectly legal 
office, since his sister had a val- 
id license. It was going to take 
the authorities some time — and 
a lot of investigation — to pin a 
rap on him. Then, they could 
take his sister’s license away too. 
But then, he could move in on 
his brother-in-law’s business. 

Moral: If you’re dealing with a 
landlord you don’t know, get a 
make on him. Find out if he re- 
turns his deposits. If necessary, 
check with the attorney gener- 
al’s office or the Board of Regis- 
tration for real estate brokers. 

Of course, there is more than 
one way for a landlord to skin a 
tenant. Holding back on secur- 
ity deposits is venal, risky and, 
frankly, inelegant. None of the 
best people resorts to so lowly a 
scheme. If a landlord wants to 
make a little on the side, and he 
has any sense of style, he will 
work his ruse more stylishly. 

I am thinking of a landlord of 
some local notoriety in this re- 
spect. Faced with the unattrac- 
tive problem of rent control, this 
particular fellow saw his profits 
fading away before his eyes. In 
an attempt to bring them back 
to where he felt they should be, 
he set upon a scheme, breath- 
taking in its simplicity and its 


scope: he would ignore rent con- 
trol, pretend it did not exist, 
hope it would go away. Thus, 
when he rented an apartment to 
a new tenant, he neglected to tell 
the customer what the legal 
maximum rent was. He set the 
rent himself and got the tenant 
to sign a lease at that rent. Le- 
gally, the lease was unenforce- 
able. But most of his tenants, es- 
pecially the more trusting ones, 
didn’t know that. Some were 
surprised when they discovered, 
through a routine notice from the 
local rent control administra- 
tion, that their legal maximum 
rent was less than half what they 
had’ been paying. Such stories 
are not all that unusual. 

There are several common 
myths about security deposits 
which should be dispelled here 
and now. Many people believe 
that a landlord is required by law 
to put the security deposit in an 
escrow account, pay interest on 
it and return it to the tenant the 
day (s)he moves out. Many peo- 
ple are wrong. A few months ago, 
tenants of one of Boston’s largest 
property owners discovered, to 
their horror, that escrow ac- 
counts are not mandated by sta- 
tute. They found this out when 
said property owner filed for 
bankruptcy. The thousands of 
people who had given the land- 
lord security deposits took up 
page after page of the bankrupt- 
cy petition. They, and a consor- 
tium of 10 banks which had put 
up the mortgage money, were the 
principle losers when the com- 
pany took a bath. With luck, the 
tenants will get a few cents on 
the dollar. 

So it might be nice to deter- 
mine beforehand whether your 
landlord has set up an escrow ac- 
count — or whether your money 
will be paying for his vacation in 
Bermuda. Legally, he only has to 
pay you interest on a security de- 
posit when he has kept the 
money for more than a year, so 
don't expect to get rich while 
your money lies fallow. The 
landlord must, however, return 
your deposit within a month af- 
ter you move out or tell you why 
he isn’t returning it, (i.e., be- 
cause you destroyed the place 
during your tenancy). It’s a good 
idea, when you move in, to make 
a list of defects in the apart- 
ment which both you and the 
landlord sign, so that you don’t 
get blamed for them when you 
move out. See if the plumbing 
works, the windows close, the 
utilities are in good order — that 
sort of thing. 

But remember that the land- 
lord owes you more than a roof 
over your head. He must give 
you adequate heat, plumbing 
and lighting fixtures in good 
working order, hot and cold run- 
ning water, adequate ventila-

tion and two safety exits, as well 
as a host of other conveniences 
spelled out in detail in the hous- 
ing code. If these are lacking, you 
can call a housing inspector from 
your town or the city housing de- 
partment to come and investi- 
gate. If an inspector certifies 
your appraisal of the defects, the 
landlord will be ordered to cor- 
rect them. If the inspector at- 
tests that the defects are dan- 
gerous to your health, well-be- 
ing or safety, you can withhold 
up to two months’ rent in order 
to correct the problems. 

Tenants in Boston have an es- 
pecially good recourse — the 
Boston Housing Court. You can 
file a case before the court with- 
out a lawyer, and the presiden- 
ing judge, Paul Garrity, who has 
administered the court since its 
inception, has made it fairly easy 
for tenants to argue their own 
cases in nontechnical language. 
Of course, your landlord has the 
same right to file suit against 
you, and he may win. 

Let’s say that your relations 
with your landlord have been de- 
teriorating to the point where he 
decides to give you the heave-ho. 
If your landlord attempts to 
evict you, you have certain 
rights. If you are behind in your 
rent, your landlord may serve 
you with a notice to vacate the 
apartment within two weeks. 
You may, if this is the first time 
within a year that you’ve receiv- 
ed such a notice, pay your entire 
back rent within five days, and 
the landlord must then stop try- 
ing to throw you out. If you don’t 
pay up, or if you’ve been served a 
notice to leave before in a twelve- 
month period, the landlord can 
proceed to take you to court. At 
this point, a lawyer is advisable 
if you want to hang on to your 
apartment, and even (s)he might 
be unable to help you. 

If you have violated the terms 
of your lease, caused a distur- 
bance, damaged your apart- 
ment or done a number of other 
naughty things, your landlord 
may send you a notice to clear 
out within 30 days. You can, of 
course, fight this one out in court 
as well, but if the landlord has a 
valid reason, your lawyer might 
not be able to help you here 
either. Still, it is advisable to get 
a lawyer, either privately if you 
can afford one, or through one of 
the many legal aid or legal assis- 
tance offices in the Boston area. 
They are familiar with this sort 
of problem and will help you put 
up any possible defense against a 
landlord determined to roust you 
out. 

If your landlord tries to throw 
you out because you won’t pay a 
rent increase, he will have to 
prove that the increase was ap- 
proved by the rent control board 
in the community you live in — 
if there is a rent control board. 
Never pay any rent increase un- 
less you are satisfied that it is 
kosher. If you have a lease, the 
landlord cannot up your rent be- 
cause of an increase in his taxes 
or fuel costs, unless the lease 
contains an escalator clause al- 
lowing him to do so. Make sure 
that you keep a copy of your 
lease and be familiar with its 
provisions. 

One last word, and then we’ll 
let you get on with your search. 
Know what you can afford be- 
fore you go looking. The staid old 
rule about spendirig a quarter of 
your disposable income for hous- 
ing is as good now as it ever was. 
Don’t, on the spur of the mo- 
ment, sign a lease for a $300-a- 
month apartment if you take 
home $150 a week. If you do, you 
may have to learn how to live on 
a diet of water and white rice. 

In sum, if you know your land- 
lord, know your apartment and 
know your lease, the apartment 
hunt should be no more trauma- 
tic than a subdural hematoma. 
But even after you’ve rented a 
place, don’t start celebrating 
right away. You are simply in the 
same situation as 25 percent of 
the people in the United States. 
Which might be reassuring, but 
then remember what kind of 
shape the United States is in.

What will the apartment of 
the future be like? And how will 
Bostonians adapt to it and their 
own changing lifestyles (not to 
mention overpopulation, solar 
energy and Big Brother)? 

To find out whither we goeth, 
we have enlisted the aid of four 
local whether-predictors: two de- 
signers and two architects. 
Christine Boyer is a professor at 
the Harvard School of Design, 
Michael Robert Campbell of 
Campbell-Moreau Associates is 
a well-known interior decorator, 
Roger Roman is an architect 
with the city’s Department of 
Public Facilities and Joseph 
Eldredge, designer of the Post 
Office Building in Government 
Center, is chairman of the Bea- 
con Hill Architecture Commis- 
ston and executive editor of Ar- 
chitecture: New England, a 
monthly trade magazine. 


Seen the Future 


And it’s sooner than you think 


Michael Robert Campbell: 


If you look at where society’s 
going, people will want things 
they can maintain easily. The 
conflict will come where they’ll 
want both quality and easy 
maintenance because of the 
quick pace of their lives. The use 
of the interior decorator will be 
to make people stop and think, 
to try to accommodate both the 
practical, and the personal and 
emotional needs of the apart- 
ment-dweller. While some parts 
of the country will be forging

ahead into the future, I think 
Boston will be one of the arres- 
ters. Roots and tradition are im- 
portant here. If you look at the 
new apartments going up or be- 
ing renovated — the ones in 
Back Bay, on Beacon Hill, the 
South End and the Wharf — 
they seem to be taking advan- 
tage of the past, while at the 
same time instituting modern 
conveniences.

coming more and more populat- 
ed. People in the professional age 
group are moving back. They 
want activity, not suburban 
peace and quiet. As a result, 
vandalism and security will be 
important issues. I think they’ll 
make strangers come closer to- 
gether if only because neighbors 
will be watching out for each 
other’s property and who doesn’t 
belong in the building. As a re- 
sult, you might also find that the 
Harbor Towers, the Prudential, 
the Tremont-on-the-Common 
type of apartment might be- 
come more popular because of 
security. The townhouse might 
become a luxury and the luxury 
apartment might become a ne- 
cessity. 

Aesthetically, I think the 
trend is to be eclectic. The days 
of carte blanche decorating, 
where you bought nine match- 
ing pieces of furniture, are over. 


My definition of eclectic is the 
combining of different furniture 
styles and art forms from var- 
ious periods in history. For ex- 
ample, a sitting room consisting 
of white wicker chairs, a Chip- 
pendale sofa, an Oriental rug, 
and a plant collection to unify 
everything. People want to put 
things into a room which mean 
something to them, things 
they've brought back from trips 
or made themselves. Two speci- 
fic trends which I believe will 
last for a good while are Art De- 
co and the earth trend, which are 
ironically in conflict with one an- 
other. That’s just the point, 
though, that everything is 
happening to reflect all differ- 
ent needs and people won’t be 
dictated to. Art Deco flourished 
in Europe and America during 
the '30s. It consisted of polished 
or lacquered wood, marble, tiles, 
aluminum, steel, leather, and 
glass. Mylar wallpaper is selling 
like crazy. The whole look is very 
romantic, nostalgic. The earth 
trend is still very big, too, using 
grasscloths, natural wood, earth 
colors and warm textures.

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Roger Roman: 


One possible alternative for 
the future is a completely syn- 
thetic, electronic environment 
where you exploit technology to 
optimize each person’s individ- 
ual lifestyle, their choices of how 
to spend their lives. For ex- 
ample, if you work in spurts, 
from whereever you're at, be it 
on the golf-course or the beach, 
vou can communicate with your 
work support system. People, for 
all practical purposes, will only 
have a telephone number and 
everything else will be shifting. 
What's pushing us there is cen- 
tralization of information — 
we're all on magnetic tape. The 
CIA, FBI and commercial bus- 
inesses have effectively exploit- 
ed electronics to summarize us 
on instantaneous tape. 

Economically, we can’t con- 
tinue to spend money as we do 
today for only partial use of 
space and facilities. For ex- 
ample, you only need a sleeping 
place for eight hours a day. You 
should only have that space set 
up for the time you use it and on- 
ly have to pay for it for that per- 
iod of time. In essence, we’ll be 
sharing space with others to 
economize on time and money. If 
you start questioning ownership 
— the notion of property — then 
you should start asking yourself

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what is the essence of belonging, 
what is the necessity of physical 
things like draperies and walls. 
The idea is that everybody can’t 
use everything all the time, we 
can’t all be at work, at play, at 
rest simultaneously. 


In the future you should sim- 
ply choose to do what you want 
anywhere at anytime. You are 
your own environment. Consis- 
tency and individuality come in 
where you have different kinds of 
decor to choose from, the way 
you have a car made to specifi- 
cation. What you order and 
where you order it to be sent will 
be done through a standard com- 
puter which recognizes your 
voice pattern. The items you or- 
der will be maintained by some- 
one or they may be disposable. 
The advantage of this kind of 
lifestyle is that we'll be cutting 
space needs in half. Suddenly, 
for the same amount of space 
consumed, we've doubled avail- 
ability if we simply share our 
work and home addresses. This 
allows us either to double the 
population or double the choices 
of what we want to do. Also, on a 
more philosophical level, you’ve 
merged existence and time. 
Space dependency is no longer as 
crucial a factor in your life. You 
are wherever you happen to be. 


Christine Boyer: 


Shared resources will be a de- 
finite trend for the future apart- 


ment-dweller. Due to overpop- 
ulation, I see people in apart- 
ment complexes sharing facil- 
ities like saunas, kitchens and 
daycare centers. Another way 
apartment dwelling is reacting to 
the overpopulation problem is by 
trying to control it. Some places 
are deliberately installing fewer 
bedrooms in public housing to 
force population control. 

Another trend I’ve noticed is 
suburbia opening up to lower-in- 
come groups. It’s happening in 
every state. It’s happening in 
Milton and Wellesley Hills. The 
federal government is offering 
money for elderly housing, and 
the elderly happen to constitute 
a good percentage of the lower- 
income population. What this is 
doing is opening up the possibil- 
ity of mixed-age grouping in 
apartments as well as mixed-in- 
come. 

I think changing sexual roles 
will have an impact, too. Will 
the fact that more and more 
women work change the kind of 
housing facilities, creating the 
need for communal cooking and 
laundering and sharing of space. 
You see bits and pieces of this 
happening, for example at the 
Charles River Park or Harbor 
Towers, where all the young ten- 
ants share a barbeque pit, and 
the beer is provided by the 
house. All you bring is your own 
food. 

Tomorrow’s apartment-dwel- 
ler might just be everybody. 


With taxes skyrocketing, the 
shift will be from single-family 
ownership to apartment dwel- 
ling, maybe government social- 
ized. Certainly this will be the 
case for your younger and older 
and lower-income groups where 
job security is not as great. 
Structurally, I think apart- 


ments will change by providing 
more of an image of the country. 
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There will be more balconies and 
access to the outside. In New 
York City there’s a whole move- 
ment called the Green Guerillas 
who favor green plants and grow- 
ing things. It’s partly due to the 
economy because people want to 
grow their own vegetables, but 
it’s also due to aesthetics. People 
want birds to come back. You 
might see rooftops being utiliz- 
ed for this purpose. 

As far as energy usage, bal- 
anced ecology is the key. The en- 
ergy crisis put emphasis on solar 
energy. Also, there’ll probably 
again be communal use of things 
like television and reading lights, 
whether incorporated into the 
structure of the apartment or 
used on a rental basis. 


Joseph Eldredge: 


I think I.M. Pei identified the 
most important things in apart- 
ment living: individuality and 
privacy. In the past we archi- 
tects have dealt with the pres- 
sures of the future because of the 
public housing issue. As land be- 
comes more expensive, as con- 
servation becomes more impor- 
tant, there will be more mul- 
tiple-dwelling units similar to 
public housing and with similar 
problems — like how to over- 
come the limitations of mul- 


g tiple-dwelling housing and yet 
g maintain the amenities, 


the 
places to garden and fix your car. 
Architects have always tried to

put human values into housing. 
One way we do this is by user- 
feedback studies like the ones 
put out by the Urban Develop- 
ment Corp. of New York. These 
studies will be a definite must in 
the future. 

Another important factor is 
how apartments of the future 
will make use of site and sun. If 
there aren’t any views, then we’ll 
have to create them. People also

need a more continuous involve- 
ment with the earth. For this 
reason, I don’t think towers will 
be as important as the three- to 
six-story dwelling. The design of 
a tower, where you find yourself 
surrounded by nothing but steel 
and rigid walls with windows 
that don’t open, is for a hostile 
environment. Although high-ris- 
es are an exhilarating exper- 
ience, economics also makes it 
difficult for imagination to pro- 
duce interiors that are pleasant 
to live in. One of the expensive 
things about high-rises is the 
foundation problem and the im- 
pact on the environment. Take 
the Hancock building, for ex- 
ample. There’s all sorts of dam- 
age suits going on now because 
the Trinity Church has started 
cracking inside. The solution to 
apartment building is rehabil- 
itation as in the South End. 
We'll have to develop the skills 
of knowing how to live in a dense 
area, rather than trying to build 
tall towers dotting expanses of 
grassy wilderness. As you be- 
come more skilled and accus- 
tomed to this dense area, you'll 
become more confident about 
demanding things within limi- 
tations. Most likely, you will 
realize you can’t live in both the 
country and the city, and you'll 
incorporate country-like living 
into the city dwelling, like plants 
or places to sunbathe. Internal 
design will have to provide var- 
iegated solutions and perman- 
ent variety to different lifestyles 
(for example, thicker walls so I 
can listen to Bach and my neigh- 
bor can listen to rock). 


Solar energy will make build- 
ings look different. There'll be 
more breakups in the surfaces of 
buildings to provide shading, al- 
so smaller and more carefully de- 
signed windows to make them 
get light where it’s wanted and 
visible from both a standing and 
sitting position. Heating would 
probably be collected into a cen- 
tral plant or if in an apartment 
complex, collected on the roof. 
They’re doing things with geo- 
thermal heating now, going 
down to the earth. Maybe the 
central generator might be lo- 
cated someplace in Maine and 
transmitted here. 

Materials they might be using 
would be concrete because it’s 
convenient and we're develop- 
ing better ways of using it ima- 
ginatively. Glass might become 
more popular if we’re dealing 
with the sun. And we’re using so 
many synthetics now that the 
only limitation on their use will 
be how much petroleum is re- 
quired to make them. 

The kind of thing we might see 
in the future is similar to Habi- 
tat, the experimental structure 
displayed at the Montreal 
World’s Fair. All the apart- 
ments were built individually in 
a plant, like prefabricated kit- 
chens. The main innovation was 
that boxes could be arranged in 
various relationships, one on top 
of another or at right angles — 
sort of like an erector set. What 
becomes of this trend is a mega- 
structure. 

Another possibility is the 
prism-type structure, almost as 
if two sets of bleachers were 
back-to-back in pyramid forma- 
tion, the apartments being the 
bleachers and the city’s activ- 
ities, (transportation, schools, 
shops) inhabiting the inside of 
the pyramid.

the outside of the door and that 
you stick they key into. You'll be 
dealing with either a ‘“‘rim”’ lock 
or a “mortise” lock. A rim lock is 
the kind that’s bolted onto the 
surface of the inside of the door. 
A mortise lock is the kind that’s 
part of the door-knob assembly 
and is therefore built right into 
the door. 


Rim lock: on the inside of the 
door, you'll see three or four 
screws that seem to hold the lock 
onto the door. They do. Remove 
these screws and the lock will 
come off in your hand. You will 
now be looking at the back of the 
cylinder. Notice the little flat 
bar that comes out of it and that 
was stuck into a slot on the in- 
side of the lock that you now 
have in your hand. There are two 
screws that hold the cylinder in 
the door. Remove these screws 
and the cylinder will come out 
the outside of the door. Take the 
cylinder down to the hardware 
store and buy a replacement. 
The new cylinder will have new 
keys, of course, so while you’re 
there, get extra keys made if you 
need them. The new cylinder 
will also have a little bar coming 
out of the back of it, but the new 
little bar will be longer than the 
old little bar. There are grooves 
on the side of the bar, and by 
putting two pairs of pliers on 
either side of one of the grooves, 
you can snap off enough so that 
the new bar is the same length as 
thé old one. Now just put every- 
thing back together, and the job 


Mortise lock: look at the edge 
of the door at the same exact 
height from the floor ‘that the 
center of the cylinder is. You’ll 
see two screws side by side. If 
you don’t see them, you'll have 
to remove a cover plate that’s 
found on some locks. Loosen the 
screw that’s closest to the out- 
side of the door about three or 
four full turns. Now jam an old 
screwdriver into the keyhole and 
turn it counter-clockwise. The 
whole cylinder will start to screw 
out. When you get it all the way 
out and in your hand, you’ll no- 
tice a slot on the side of the cyl- 
inder. The screw that you loos- 
ened is usually screwed tight in- 
to this slot. This is to prevent un- 
savory persons from removing 
the cylinder. After you’ve screw- 
ed in anew cylinder, be sure that 
the slot is lined up with the screw 
and the screw is tightened into 
it. When you’re inserting the new 
cylinder, don’t use a screwdriver 
jammed into the keyhole; in- 
stead, put a key in two-thirds of 
the way and turn the cylinder 
with the handle of the key. 


Dealing with a well-stocked 
hardware store is important. Un- 
fortunately, there aren’t many 
around, so don’t be surprised if 
you have to go out of your way to 
find one. Contractors’ pickup 
trucks double-parked outside are 
usually a good sign. Most hard- 
ware clerks are able to provide 
all the advice you'll need for 
projects like these, so don’t hes- 
itate to ask.
